The applicant's amendment filed 10/22/2008 overcomes the technical deficiencies and the 
prior art rejection. Claims 1-16 and 31-33 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to 
suggest "converting the multi- value current data on the data line to binary current data of (2n-l) 
bits" as combined in claims 1 and 2.
